In mid-December, 1970, Dr. R, Ted Means, then Scoutmaster of 
Troop 399, Lorenzo, Texas, was asked to resign by the Troop 
Committee because of alleged acts of homosexuality with one 
or more of the Scouts in the Troop* 

Dr, Means, an osteopathic physician, did resign, but did not 
admit to any part of the allegations. 

Because Lorenzo is a small town and because minors were in- 
volved, the members of thr Troop Committee chose not to press 
charges. 

We were informed by the Troop Committee Chairman today that 
Dr. Means has moved to Sedalla, Missouri where he will presum- 
able open a practice. It is our understanding that he moved 
to that community about August 1, 1971. 

I felt that you should be informed in order that you may in- 
form the council serving Sedalia if you so desire, 

If you need additional information, we will try to supply 
you with it.
